RAND RUSH 


Hundred Thousand Dol 
lars Taken from Mizpah 
Mine Since Wednesday

JOHANNESBURG, April 30.— 
With $100,000 worth of ore taken 
out of the Mizpah mine since the 
rich etrike of silver in that prop- 
erty last Wednesday, excitement 
in the Rand district has been at 
fever heat and a rush has started 


to this section unequaled since the 
days of the old gold-mining camps. 
The Mizpah strike, made at a
